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EVIDENT THAT GARRISON IS WEAKENING 


Buller Must Soon Strike a Fresh Blow for the 


Relief of Ladysmith, 
War Office and 


Headquarters in Danger of a 


Tremendous Shaking Up 


Condon, Jan. 4.—There will be a deep- 


ened sense of anxiety respecting Lady- 
snuth. whence most disheartening re- 
ports of the prevalence of sickness and 
sho: tage of food are received. General 
*'. hi'e reports a list of nearly 20 deaths 
from entente fever and dysentery, and 71 
£erio Js cases is the hospital. 
E>r Jame- 


son has all the work ha can do in that 
fever nest 


It seems evident that the garrison 


cannot hold out mauy weeks and that 
General Buller cannot allow maay days 
to pass before striking a fresh blow for 
the relief of the btleaguered town, 
^transports with fresh battalion* and 
Vat.jrles arrived at Durban Monday, 
-«nd by the latter part of the w»ek Buller 
«u:rht to be able to make a supreme ef- 
fort. As the Tugela river is again ford- 
able and the stretcher-bearers have 
ag»tn been requisitioned at Durban and 
S'i»t8rmarit*bur>g, there is some reason 
to believe that the British advance will 
not b» lor.g delayed. 


There are many dispatches of minor 


interest from General Butler's camp, but 
no details indicating the direction of the 
next attack. Scouting has evidently 
Improved, for the Hussars, Thorney- 
croft's horse and other patrols are de- 
scribed as having brushes with the 
enemy. The naval guns remain in con- 
gtant practice, but the Bow guns are 
silent. 


There ia a complete absence of any- 


thing new from the seat of war. 
The 


report of the Boer attack upon Molteno 
Is not yet confirmed. Apparently Gen- 
eral French holds nothing within five 
miles of Coles'berg Junction. His re- 
quest for reinforcements 
dispels any 


hope that he will be able to s«ize one of 
the crossings of the Orange rH»r. 


It appears that General French's 


•lever surprise of the Boers and his suc- 
cessful skirmish with them near Coles- 
berg was not the decisive victory that 
the dispatches of Tuesday wou'd seem 
to indicate. 
The facts seem to be that 


the Boers did not suffer so severely \s 
reported, but during the darkness rolled 
and turned on the British, attacking 
them the next day with their supposed 
crippled guns, some of which were evi- 
dently those thkt General Gatacre lost 
at Stormberg. 
The fighting continued 


all day Tuesday, and according to the 
latest dispatches, tha Boers were again 
compelled to retreat, leaving the Brit- 
ish in a position commanding Coles- 
berg. 
General French's dispatch does 


not detail his movements later than 2 
p. m., Jan. 1, and the final issue from the 
official view of the movemant is un- 
known. 


From a. source which has many facili- 


ties for gaining inside news from South 
Africa, it is learned that Colonel Fil- 
cher's occupation of Douglas is regarded 
as merely the first step of General Me- 
^huen's carefully matured plans to out- 
flank the Boers. According to this au- 
thority it is probable Colonel Pilcher, in 
conjunction with General Bablngton's 
force from, the Modder River, will pro- 
ceed to the rear of those intrenchments 
which now prevent General Methuen 
from proceeding to Kimberley. Colonel 
Pilcher has only about 40 miles' travel 
before he achieves this end, and, if this 
understanding is correct, an attack by 
General Methuen and a determined ef- 
fort to relieve, Kimberley may be ex- 
pected any day. 


It IB probable that when Lord Roberts 


arrives, General French will be ordered 
to quit his present unsupported position 
and to concentrate his command atLe 
Aar or Orange river. 
As The Daily 


Telegraph says: 
"General 
French 


se«ms to be in the position of a man 
having a tiger cat in a trap, and unable 
to kill it for want of a. stick." 


A dispatch from Dover Farm an- 


nounces that Lieutenant Colonel Pilcher 
has returned ih°re safely from Douglas. 


Since Commandant General Joubert's 


return to the front, the cannonade of 
Ladysmith 1-7 the Boers has been much 
livelier. 
B tween Dec. 18 and Dec. 28 


four shells kifced one officer and 13 
men, and woueded 13 officers and 11 
men. 


The war office acknowledges the in- 


feriority of the regular artillery by au- 
thorizing the equipment of the new bat-

THE GOVERNOR'S ADDRESS. 


Governor Crane delivered his address 


as follows: 
Members of the General Court of Massa- 


chusetts: 
Believing that the financial condition 


of the commonwealth is the most import- 
ant subject to engage your attention, it 
Is my purpoafe to present for your infor- 
mation and consideration a full state- 
ment of the facts as I have found them 
after a careful examination. 


The gross debt of the state Is divided 


Into two classes: the Indebtedness for 
which the whole state is directly liable, 
and the indebtedness for the payment of 
which certain cities and towns are liable. 
These two classes of indebtedness may 
be described for convenience as the ac- 
tual state debt and the contingent debt. 
From each of these classes of Indebted- 


Haven & Hartford railroad In Boston, 
Hyde Park and Dedham, was undertak- 
en, the legislature passed a special act 
authorizing the commonwealth to ex- 
ceed the $6,000,000 limit by an extra is- 
sue of bonds to the amount of $3,000,000. 
This explains the total issue of $8,000,- 
000. 


The next largest Item Is $6,185.000, for 


the construction of the extension to tha 
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State House and for the preservation of 
the Bulflnch front. What the common- 
wealth has to show In return for this 
expenditure is knowrf^b everyone. 


The harlior improvement loan of $500,- 


000 is the commonwealth's contribution 
In aid of the development of the com- 
merce of the port of Boston. Of this 
loan, $400,060 has been appropriated to 
build a pier and dock on the common- 
wealth's property at South Boston, and 
$100,000 to purchase a portion of the 
foreshore of the harbor at East Boston. 


Of the Metropolitan parks loan, series 


two, $2,700,000, issued for the building 
Of boulevards and roadways, one-half, 
namely, $1,350,0*0, Is assessed upon the 
state at large, the other half upon the 
cities and to\vns in the metropolitan 
parks district. 


The other loans enumerated in the to- 


tal actual state debt indicate on their 
face the purposes for which they were 
issued. 


From the total actual state debt $21,- 


812,500 is to be deducted, to ascertain the 
net aatuaJ state debt, the sums which 
have accumulated in the various sink- 
Ing funds pledged to the payment of 
the loans enumerated. 


Deducting $4,443,329.96, the accumula- 


tions in the sinking funds from the to- 
tal actual state debt, $21,312,500, the net 
actual state debt is found to be $16,869,- 
171.04.

In 1885, In response to a gen- 
eral public demand, the legislature in- 
itiated a policy for the abolition of 
grade crossings, Uie expense to be borne 
by the railroads, the commonwealth and 
tbo citi'1" rmi tow-is in which the cross- 
ings were situated. 
In the beginning 


the commonwealth's share In the ex- 
pense was limited to $500,000 per annum, 
but by subsequent legislation this pro- 
vision was repealad, and asfmtt of $5,000,- 
000 was established as the total Indebt- 
edness which the state can assume nt 
one time for grade crossing purposes 
One exception has been made to th!n 
rule. When th« great work of abolish- 
ing the grade "crossings on the Provi- 
dence division of the New Yorbj, New

DEBT LIMIT REACHED. 


The lesson which the figures of this 


debt statement teach is, that Massachu- 
setts has reached a limit of indebtedness 
beyond which she should not go. It is 
time to call a halt. In looking ovsr 
these Items, it will be found in almost 
.every instance that the object is a 
worthy one, and I have no doubt the 
Commonwealth has received full value 
for the moneys expended. The question 
for us to consider, however, is, not the 
propriety of past expenditures, but to 
take heed of the conditions which now 
confront us. The commonwealth needs 
a breathing spell for financial recupera- 
tion. This is doubly true of the metro- 
politan district. The cities and towns 
in that district are just now beginning 
to feel the burdens iu the way of taxa- 
tion which the great enterprises under- 
taken for their lienef.t have thrown upon 
them. 
It was necessary that there 


should have been an increased water 
supply, improved drainage and sanita- 
tion, and it was, a wise foresight that 
projected the great parks that now 
adorn the metropolitan district; but tha 
time has come when no new work in 
these directions should be authorized. 
I recommend that a stop be made at 
once to the authorization of expendi- 
tures for new work in this district. I 
cannot too strongly urge this matter 
upon your attention. 
Rigid economy 


must be exercised in appropriations and 
expenditures. 


The town of Arlington has been ad- 


mitted into the district, which now com- 
prises eight cities and eight towns, be- 
sides the town of Swampso.ott, which, 
though outside of the district aa estab- 
lished, is supplied with water. The pop- 
ulation of the district as now constitut- 
ed is nearly one-third of the popu- 
lation of the state. Including the cities 
and town:?comprised and the other mu- 
nicipalities made eligible for admission 
under the terms of the act, the district 
•would contain a population of 1,100,000. 


The metropolitan parks loans are to 


bo repaid to the commonwealth by a 
sinking fund made up of annual pay- 
ments by the thirty-seven citios and 
towns constituting the metropolitan 
parks district, according to an appor- 
tionment to be made every five years 
beginning In 1900, by a special commis- 
sion to be appointed by the supreme ju- 
dicial court. E'roni this arrangement i' 
excepted one-half of tho loan knowr 
aa series two. namely, $1,330,000, which 
is to be paid by the commonwealth. 


Thr total amount assasstble on thcso 


cities and towns is $8,076,000 The assess- 
ment each year must be provided by ap- 
propriation made by the £ag|«Jature, to 
be Included in the annual state tax of 
the cities and towns liable to make pay- 
ment. Beginning this year, then, the 
cities and towns in the metropolitan 
parks district will begin to discharge 
the debt they have assumed for the 
establishment and maintenance of this 
great park system. 


The three large metropolltann sewer- 


age systems (North, Charles river and 
Neponset valley) are now fully com- 
pleted. TKe cost of construction of these 
systems to Sept. 30. IKS, Is as follow*: 
North system, $5,262,SS7.68; Charles riv- 
er, $787,134.27; Nejtfmset valley, $840,- 
444.73. It is believed Kaat the balances 
of the appropriations aow to the credit 
of these systems will rully pay all liabil- 
ities incur?-«<:. except possibly such 
sums as nrv eventually be recovered in 
cases now finding in court for dam- 
ages for land Uiken for sewer purposes. 


STATIC LN'STITUTIONS. 


The protection which the common- 


wealth has ever extended to her unfor- 
tunate dependents forms a bright chap- 
ter in her history. At no time has this j 
careful solicitude been more manifest 
than in the present hour. In the dis- 
charge of public duty It has been my 
privilege to visit all of the public char- 
itable institutions of the commonwealth, 
and it is a pleasure to me to bear wit- 
ness to the general excellence of their 
management, the convenience, cleanli- 
ness and attractiveness of the accom- 
modations provided, and the evident 
contentment of the inmates. 


During the year the new building for 


the epileptic hospital at Monson, and 
the extension to the insane hospital at 
Northampton were completed. 


In October, 1898, tha supervision of the 


Insane passed under the control of the 
new state board of insanity. The board ' 
has now had a full year to complete its 
organization, to familiarize itself with t 
the institutions under its supervision i 
and to mature plans for the future. 
j 


The legislature of ]89S directed tha ! 


board to report a plan for the care and 
support of the Insane poor who, under 
existing laws, are cared for by or sup- 
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ported at the expense of the cities and 
towns of the commonwealth, including 
a statement of what building or build- 
Ings are needed to accommodate such 
Insane persons; also suggestions for the 
remedial treatment of recoverable cases 
of insanity in a hospital set apart for 
such treatment, and to which no other 
cases of Insanity shall be committed; 
and, furthermore, a plan by which con- 
valescing insane patients, during the 
period of recovery, shall have ample 
opportunity of associating with sane 
people and be freed from association 
with insane people. 


The report of the board is completed, 


and will be laid before you at once. 


In the present state of the law no 


central authority is vested with the 
duty of Inspecting' the city and town 
almshouses 
of 
the 
commonwealth. 


These institutions are supervised nv the 
board of insanity only so far as they 
are "receptacles for insane or feeble- 
minded patients;" but there is no pro- 
vision for their general oversight as 
pauper institutions, and so a consider- 
able number of them are exempt from 
outside inspection. I recommend that 
the state board of charity be required to 
visit and inspect all city and town alms- 
houses, and report annually their con- 
dition to the general court. 


The system of administrative control 


by commissions has had a large develop- 
ment in this commonwealth. I believe 
in the main that the duties committed to 
these commissions have been faithfully, 
wisely and efficiently disc arged. In- 
quiry and reflection, however, have con- 
firmed an opinion for some time held by 
me that the best interests cf the public 
service will be advanced by a revision 
of sorns of the con-missions, and I 
rscommend this important subject to 
your careful considt. tlc.n. 


EDUCATIONAL INTERESTS. 


A supreme interest Is that of the pub- 


lic schools. The board of education re- 
ports that their average membership 
for the last school year was 390,000, and 
their average attendance 92 per cent, 
thereof, or 360,317. Exclusive of expendi- 
tures on school buildings, their cost was 
$10,2S6,52S, or $25.31 for each child in av- 
erage membership. Inclusive of expen- 
ditures on school buildings, their cast 
was $13,889,838. 


The importance of providing the 


schools with efficient teachers cannot 
be overestimated. To Insure such teach- 
ers, tv,-o policies seem to be imperative,— 
that of promoting the proper training of 
teachers for service on the one hand, 
and that of securing- the proper selec- 
tion of teachers, with discreet support 
and guidance of them, on the other. For 
the execution of tne former policy, we

This act, while it confirmed to such cor« 
porattons the right to carry out tneAt 
contracts already lawfully made, pro-i 
vlded that companies of this class, both 
domestic and foreign, might qualify un- 
der the law relating to life insurance 
companies, thus becoming subject to 
the provisions requiring life Insurance 
contracts to b« protected by an ade- 
quate reserve. Most of the companies 
affected by the new statute have so 
qualified, and. the selling of life insur- 
ance on the assessment plan by corpora- 
tions operating for profit has ceased In 
this commonwealth. 


The legislature of last ytar amended 


also the law regulating the fraternal so- 
cieties now operating In this common* 
wealth. As a whole, it lessened the re* 
stralnt put upon them, 1- ;i"ln?r them 
with a larger measure of ireeaom to 
work out their own purposes. When 
these societies are fraternal and mutuaj 
in act as nfell as In name there would 
seem to be no reason why they should 
not be permitted, undo' proper legaf rai 
atrlctions, to continue to furnish pecunl- 
ary aid to their members and their d*. 
pendents. 


BOSTON HARBOR. 


The growing commerce of the port ol 


Boston requires greatly increased facili- 
ties. The state, through Its harbor »nd 
land commission, has spent larft auma 
»f money in deepening the Inner harbor, 
and Is now building a plsr and dock at 
South Boston suitable for the largest 
steamships. 
The channels 
already 


planned by the national government are 
rot adequatp to accommodate properly 
the large steamships novr building, and 
congress should be called upon by tha 
legislature to provid* for the harbor ol 
Boston channels well buoyed and light- 
ed, not less than 1200 feet wide and 31 
feet deep at mean low water from lt« 
wharves to the sea, 


THE HIGHWAY COMMISSION. 


For the construction and maintenanos 


of state highways the commonwealth 
hag expended $3,000,000, and the debt on 
this account ia now $2,700,000. If tha 
•work of the state highway commission 
Is to be continued Indefinitely, it is Im- 
portant that a well matured plan foi 
future operations should be sanctioned 
As far as possible it should te knowa 
what the scope and extent of the worl 
Is to be, what will be its probable cost, 
and I believe it would be wise to estate 
lish a limit of expenditure which tin 
commonwealth should not exceed. 


In any event, the present methofl ol 


caring for state highways after theli 
construction should be remedied. 
1 


think it Is only fair and equitable thai 
the expense of maintenance should b« 
assessed upon the counties, cities an< 
towns. The commonwealth ought nol 
to be required, after paying 78 per cent 
of the cost of construction, to keep tin 
highways in repair. Moreover, the high« 
ways should be under local control, and 
I recommend that the cost of maln« 
tenance be assessed upon the countlel 
and the cities and the towns In whicfcj 
the highways are located, in such pro- 
portion as you may deem advisable.

order to provide for building a'tunnel to 
East Boston, and Jor other subway work 
in connection with and growing out of 
the construction of the Boston Elevated 
railway, the term of the commission was, 
by an act of the legislators of 1899, ex- 
tended for three yearn On the 3d of 
July last the supreme judicial court ren- 
dered a decision interpreting the mean* 
ing of the words "a suitable connectioa 
with the subway," as used In the act ot 
1S97. 
The question of tna constitution- 


ality of the act was not, however, passed 
upon, and that question is now befora 
the court, and it Is expested to be argued 
at the present term. Until a decision 
upon that question Is reached, work upon 
the tunnel cannot properly begin, and 
when a decision is rendered additional 
legislation may be required.

Says the Process of Making 


Cyanide of Mercury is 


Very Easy 


New YorK, Jan. 4.—John H. Yocuift, 


the friend of Cornish, was cal^d in. the 
Molineux trial yesterday. He said he 
had known Cornish since 1896. He had 
had a room in Mrs. Rogers' house at 
Sixty-sixth street and Park avenue. On 
Dee. 23, the day of Mrs. Adams' death, 
witness saw cTornish in his (witness1) 
office. "He looked so pale that I made 
a remark about his appearance. He 
told me of Mrs. Adams' death. He 
stayed about half an hour and then we 
went out and had a drink. It did not 
set well on his stomach and he threw It 
off at once. It was milk and whisky. I 
gave him the key to my room and told 
him to go there and lie down." 


Mr. Yooum, wlv» is a chemist, told the 


court that any chemist could make 
cyanide of mercury, the poison which is 
alleged to have caused the death of Mrs. 
Adams. He had made it himself, and 
the process was easy. He took Prussian 
blue and yellow oxide of mercury, boiled 
them together, filtered the' mass and the 
precipitate contained cyanide of mer- 
cury. Still other drugs would yield 
eyanide of mercury. All of the drugs 
required were what is known as "dry 
colors." Molineux, it will toe remem- 
bered, waa superintendent of a dry color 
factory in Newark. Yocum testified 
that any man known as a chemist could 
procure the ingredients of cyanide of 
mercury, even without registering his 
name. 


Alvin A. Harpster, who has figured in 


the case as a friend of Cornish and an 
object of Mollneux's hate, had been/ex- 
pected to give important testimony <s 
to Molineux's ill-will toward Cornish 
but his examination yesterday developed 
nothing important. 


Andre Bustanoby, an employe of the 


• Knickerbocker Athletic club, and w1 
had been, he sa4d, "very friendly" wi. 
Molineux, testified that when the fac 
simile of the poison package address 
was published h* recognized the hanu- 
•nrltlng as that of Molineux, and told 
Secretary Adams of the club of the dis- 
covery. 


Other witnesses were policemen who 


•were connected with the case after the 
murder; clerks in patent medicine houses 
who handled the "Cornish" and Barm , 
letters alleged to have been written by 
Moltneux, and members of the Knicker- 
bocker Athletic club to whom Cornish 
had shown hi* Christmas present, whose 
contents afterward killed Mrs. Adams. 
Their testimony built up the case of the 
prosecution. Some of them were not 
cross-examined. 


Regarding a telegram received by Re- 


corder Gott during the proceedings in the 
trial yesterday, The World says: Ed- 
ward F. Rogers, hus<band of Mrs. Adams' 
daughter, sent the telegram from Jersey 
City to Recorder Goff. In it Mr. Rogers 
said that, while he does not volunteer as 
a witness, he resents and denies Cor- 
nish's statement under oath that he met 
Cornish In Hartford on« day last week 
And bowed ,o him, or met htm anywlierc 
else and recognized his existence. Mr 
Rogers declares that he haa not laid 
•yew on Cornish for two years. Two 
years ago Ropcraand his wife separated 
And have since been living apart. 


THE QUARANTINE 


Will Be Adopted to Keep Plague 


from the Philippine Islands. 


Sulzer Would Investigate 


Washington. Jan. 4.—The war depart- 


ment Is taking steps to prevent the In- 
troduction of the plague in the Philip- 
pines, and Secretary Root yesterday 
called Into consultation Surgeon General 
Wyman of the marine hospital service 
to discuss the establishment of a quar- 
antine syst«st for the island*. It was 
decided that the war department should 
adopt towards the Philippines a policy 
like that It pursued towards Cuba in the 
matter of the protection of health, 
namely, connde the maintenance of a 
quarantine system to the marine hos- 
pital service. 


The report received by both the state 


department and by Mr. Wyman from 
Honolulu confirm the Associated Press 
dispatches relative to the existence of 
the disease. Mr. Wyman does not feel 
apprehensive as to the possibility of the 
Infection of Ban Francisco from Hono- 
lulu. 


Surgeon General Wyman has no con- 


firmation of the report that three sus- 
pected cases of bubonic plague have been 
discovered within the walled city of 
Manila, but no attempt will be made to 
conceal the gravity of tha situation 
should the report prove true. Still, it 
is said, a few spora<S*e cases need not 
necessarily result in an epidemic in the 
Islands. Mr. Wyman says the disease 
no longer creates the dread it once did, 
because it has been demonstrated that 
it can be handled by modern scientific 
•work. 


There was s. little flurry in the house 


yesterday morning when Mr. Sulzer of 
New York carried out his threat of in- 
troducing a resolution "directing" that 
the secretary of the treasury furnish the 
house with all of the papers and facts 
relating to the depositing- of public funds 
in the National City bank and Hanover 
National bank of New York city. Ur- 
gency was demanded, but the speaker 
ruled that the resolution must go to com- 
mittee. 


The resolution was referred to the 


committee on ways and means. 
Mr. 


Gaines of Tennessee ros« to a question 
of privilege respecting his vote on the 
Roberts resolution.

A meeting of the committee will he 
held today, and a pretty thorough un- 
derstanding was arrived at that at the 
meeting- the resolution would Be consid- 
ered and probably reported at once to 
the house. Some changes are likely to 
be made in the resolution, however, by 
the omission of the two banks specifical- 
ly named, thus making the inquiry relate 
generally to all banks. It is understood 
also that personal inferences are likely 
to be avoided in the amended resolution. 
In the form thus reported back to the 
house it is expected that the resolution 
will pass without objection, and that 
any debate on the question involved wilf 
be deferred until the secretary of the 
treasury has an opportunity to comply 
with the request for information.

RESOLUTE SUNK IN BOSTON HABAGR 


TWENTY-FIVE PEOPLE 


The Boat Collided with Swatera. 
All Except the 


Engineer were Picked Up by Boats that 


Were Near af Hand 


Piston, Jan. 4.—Tlie United States tug 


Resolute, which runs between this city 
and Fort Warren, was sunk in a col- 
lision with the Reading Coal company's 
tug Swatara in the harbor last night. 
All on board the Resolute were saved, 
except the wislneer, Henry Ottobine, 
who was dro-vrned. 


When the Resolute left her berth on 


Atlantic avenue on her regular trip to 
1-ort Warren there were 25 persons on 
board, inclurUiiar the crew. Captain 
Loring took the customary route and 
had proceeded as far as buoy 9. He 
passed the steamer Putnam, inward 
bound, from Lynn, on the starboard side, 
and was heading over to the other side 
of the channel next to Governor's island 
when he met the Swatara, which was 
adjusting compasses preparatory to 
taking a tow of three empty barges to 
Philadelphia. 


The steel bow of the Swatara pene- 


trated the wooden side of the Resolute, 
and the latter began to settle immedi- 
ately. The Swatara succeeded In saving 
a number of the passengers and crew, 
while the tug Irving Ross, which chanced 
to be in the vicinity, hastened to the 
rescue and picked up 4he others. Tug 
Catawissa also went io the assistance 
of the Resolute'e passengers, but they 
had all been rescued before her arrival, 
•with the exception of Engineer Otto- 
bine. The Ross transfer***! the rescued 
people to the Catawlssa, «nd the latter 
boat conveyed them to Fort Warren. 


When -the Resolute went down H of 


the party were thrown Into the water, 
including eight women, but none of them 
lost their presence of mind and so were 
easily assisted In keeping afloat by the 
men. They were rescue* {ft « v«ry few 


minutes, ana word from the fort at a 
late hour was to the effect that none of 
them is likely to suffer from the im- 
mersion in the water. 


Captain Day of the Putnam, which 


reached her berth at the Atlas stores at 
6 p. m., brought the first intelligence of 
the disaster to the city. He stated that 
he passed the Resolute just instde of 
No. 9 buoy, after exchanging the usual 
salutes. He took his course inshore, 
while the Resolute headed for the farther 
side of the chawiel. The Putnam had 
hardly passed when the Resolute and 
Swatara came together with a terrific 
crash. The old wooden hull of the 
former was crushed in like paper. She 
went down within a few minutes just 
south of buoy 9, where she now lies en- 
tirely submerged. 


An Investigation Into the circum- 


stances leading up to the collision will 
probably be began at once. Captain 
Loring is well known as a careful navi- 
gator and IB perfectly familiar with the 
waters of the harbor and bay. The 
Swatara Is commanded by Captain 
Beers, an old employe of the Philadel- 
phia and Reading line. 


Engineer Henry Ottobine, who was 


lost, had been on the Resolute since she 
entered the government service 20 years 
ago, and was a fireman on the boat for 
four years. He was 50 years old, and 
leaves an Invalid wife and daughter, who 
live in Chelsea. 


The Resolute was one of the oldest 


vessels in the service of the quarter- 
master's department. She was of wood, 
and registered 70 tons. Her dimensions 
were: Length, 87 feet 3 Inches; beam, 
18 feet G Inches; depth, 8 feet. 8h» was 
built in Philadelphia in 1876.

He I* Now Gy-ant-YTtt-kn, the Corn 


Planter, and Will Shed the Kama 
Red Sky In the Indian New Year. 
First Named For tue Honor tor Wo- 
men of Seneca*. 
b'r. Joseph Keppler, one of the edi- 


tors of Puck, became Chief Gy-ant-wa- 
ka ("the corn planter") of the tribe of 
Seneca Indians recently. 
The other 


night he got his horns of wampum, and 
in February, the Indian new year, he 
will go to the tepee of his brothers and 
will shed the name of Red Sky. There- 
after he will never speak the name 
again, but until death he will be Gy- 
ant-wa-ka, the corn planter. 


Mr. Keppler is the first white man to 


be elected an honorary chief by the In- 
dians of New York state for more than 
a half century. 
He has a side with 


which the general public and even 
some of his iutimate friends are not ac- 
quainted—that is, his Indian side. He 
has been interested in the Indians of 
New York state for a number of years. 
Recently he has done a number of 
things for them that have endeared 
him to them, and the honor is a mani- 
festation of their regard for him. 


Last June Mr. Keppler went on a vis- 


it to the Five Nations and was admit- 
ted to membership in the Wolf tribe 
of the Senecas. He was Introduced to 
the council by Black Sky, a full blood- 
ed Indian, and the name Red Sky was 
given to him. In the natural order of 
things Indian he would have shed this 
name at about middle life, when he 
would have got another and would 
have kept that until old age, when he 
would have received a third, which 
would have lasted until his death, but 
his election to chief enables him to skip 
the midflle name and to take the name 
that all the nations honor. Mr. Kep- 
pler was first Earned for the honor by 
the women of the Senecas, says the 
New York Sun. They have the right 
of suffrage, and they decided to recom- 
mend him for a place as honorary 
chief. They chose the horns of Gy-ant- 
wa-ka, .or the corn planter. 
Gy-ant- 


wa-ka was a famous chief of the Sene- 
cas. 
He died in 1816, and his horns 


have been hanging since. He was one 
of the diplomats of his generation and 
was known as the peacemaker, inas- 
much as his power in the council de- 
cided treaties that were disputed by 
the chiefs and sachems. When the Sen- 
eca women named Mr. Keppler for 
chief, his name was indorsed by the 
Iroquois and was sent by them to the 
Onondagas, who are the official fire- 
keepers of the Five Nations. The On- 
ondagas b.eld a council by lighting the 
fire, and they ratified Mr. Keppler's 
nomination and accorded to him full 
honors _pf an honorary chief of the 
tribe. 


After Mr. Keppler's election there 


remained the ceremony of taking down 
the horns of Gy-ant-wa-ka, and they 
were sent to Ya-ie-wa-noh, otherwise 
Mrs. Hannah Maswell Converse, of 
New York city. To Ya-ie-wa-noh was 
intrusted the duty of transferring the 
horns to the new Gy-ant-wa-ka. With 
the horns was sent a document in Eng- 
lish setting forth the new chief's du- 
ties and pledging him that as long as 
he lived he would honor and keep the 
horns and when he died they would be 
returned to the tribe to be again hung 
up. 


Mr. Keppler's, or Gy-ant-wa-ka's, 


horns are made of wampum beads. 
They are about a foot long and when 
laid out are the shape of a. deer's ant- 
lers. He will keep them that way until 
his death, when they will be laid upon 
his coffin reversed. 
The beads are 


brown and white alternating, two 
white beads with two brown beads. 
After their arrival Ya-ie-wa-nch noti- 
fied him of his election to the office of 
chief. 
He called the other night at 


Ya-ie-wa-noh's house, and Mr. Con- 
verse, her husband, announced that 
Red Sky had arrived. As he stepped 
Into the rooms Ya-ie-wa-noh said, 
"Goodby, Red Sky, Nyah-yas-ka-noh," 
which in Indian means "Glad to see 
you" and "You're welcome, Chief Gy- 
ant-wa-ka." The chief bowed low and 
had a pleasant talk with Ya-ie-wa-noh, 
who placed the horns in his possession 
and read to him the decree of the 
chiefs appointing him and setting forth 
his duties. The mention of the name 
of Red Sky by Ya-ie-wa-noh was, ac- 
cording to the Indian rules, the last 
time that that name should be men- 
tioned. When Chief Gy-ant-wa-ka goes 
to the Five Nations to attend the con- 
dolence council on the new ypar, he 
will visit the tepee of his former broth- 
ers and will say, "I give back the name 
you gave to me," and will thank them 
for its use. After that no good Indian 
will ever meni.on the name of Red 
Sky. 
It will be dead. By his promo- 


tion to chief Mr. Kopplor becomes the 
great-grandfather of Black Sky, his 
brother, who introduced him into the 
Wolf tribe. 


Mrs. Converse is th« only woman 


ever elected a ciiief of the Indian 
tribe. While the Indians of New York 
state have not elected any white chiefs 
for nearly half a century the Iroquois 
of the Grand river, Canada, who were 
formerly a part of the Iroquois of New 
York, have elected several, among 
them the Prince of Wales, who was 
elected a chief in I860 and wbo took 
the name of Flying Sun; the Earl of 
Aberdeen, who was elected In 189C and 
took the name of Bright Sky, and 
Hugh, the second son of the Duke of 
Northumberland, who succeeded his 
father to the title of Thiorigowegers.

American Firm Pilled a Large Order. 


Vehicles Like Our Army Model. 
England is obtaining many of her 


supplies for the war with the Boers In 
the United States. The superiority of 
the American mule has already been 
demonstrated in South Africa. 
And 


now the British government is looking 
to us for wagons for Its commissary de- 
partment 


As early as September last, before 


actual hostilities had begun in the 
Transvaal, Colonel H. N. Bunbury, an 
officer of the English artillery, was 
Bent to the United States to see what 
kind of commissary wagons the Yan- 
kees could furnish. He went to Wash- 
ington first for information, and he 
was referred to a firm in New York 
city. 
Colonel Bunbury went to the 


company's office and selected the style 
of wagon he thought would answer his 
purpose. 
Then he remained in the 


United States until the war broke out, 
when he asked his government If he 
should place the order for the wagons. 
The answer was a rush order for sev- 
eral hundred vehicles, built mainly on 
the plan of the United States army 
wagons in use in the Philippines and 
Cuba. 
Colonel Bunbury 
suggested 


some slight changes in the construc- 
tion, and the wagons were built in a 
style best suited to the character of 
the country in which they were to be 
used. 


The firm started to fill the order at 


once, and an extra force of men was 
put to work building these vehicles. 
They are great, heavy affairs, weigh- 
ing a ton apiece and capable of haul- 
ing four tons of provisions. They are 
from 12 to 15 feet long. The wagons 
are also fitted with stout bows to 
stretch canvas over, like the western 
prairie schooners, which they some- 
what resemble. Just how many wag- 
ons have been contracted for no one 
connected with the firm which has tae 
order would say the other day. The 
manager said that the firm bad been 
requested not to make that public. In 
speaking about the order to a reporter 
of the New York Evening Sun he said: 


"We began to ship these wagons in 


November. As fast as they are com- 
pleted at the factory they are sent to 
New York, where they are put on ves- 
sels bound directly for South Africa. 
I will say that the order has now been 
nearly entirely filled, and many of the 
vehicles are probably already in use." 


It is said that the order was the re- 


sult of a report made by the British 
officers who investigated the United 
States commissary in the Philippines. 


Destruction of Coin Dies. 


Philadelphia, Jan. 3.—The work of de- 


molishing the steel dies that coined the 
output of the United States mints dur- 
ing 1899 was commenced yesterday iri- 
the blacksmith shop of the mint here. 
Exactly 1070 dies, representing the 
money coined in this city, were de- 
stroyed. 
The dies used at th& New Or- 


leans mint will be rendered useless to- 
day. 
Those from San Francisco have 


not yet arrived. Every die used by the 
United States mints is engraved and de- 
stroyed in this city. 


Shortage In Postal Accounts.

Society Organized In Clilcnso lo An-

A society for the suppression of mu- 


sic was organized in Chicago recently.

The constitution sets forth 


that the music of Chicago is degener- 
ate and proposes hi the interests of art 
to suppress it. 


The society will apply for a charter 


from the main body of t<9fe order, whicli 
is located at Cincinnati, and expects to 
form subordinate societies in Chicago 
to aid in the crusade against music, 
says the Cincinnati Commercial Trib- 
une. The mode of procedure will be 
an appeal to the law to stop music in 
its aggravated forms by pronouncing 
it a nuisance and asking that the nui- 
sance be abated. The crusade will be 
directed first against street bands, band 
organs and saloon music halls, and an 
attempt will be made to suppress piano 
playing at unseemly hours in flats. 


President Keller, in speaking the oth- 


er day of Jie society and its objects, 
said: 


"In no city on earth Is music more 


abused or more crimes committed in its 
name than in Chicago. We anticipate 
a large membership, for we have rea 
son to believe there are 500,000 people 
in Chicago who suffer torture in their 
homes through distorted forms of mu- 
sic and who will join our movement. 
The members present at this morning's 
meeting unanimously agreed that rag- 
time and coon songs have become 
crimes."

"TAKE TO THE WOODS." 


An Interesting Yarn Brought All itit 


Way From Havana. 


"Dtd you ever see the celebrated 


•take to the woods' proclamation?" 
asked a young man who fias lately re- 
turned from a prolonged sojourn in 
Havana. "It was one of the most 
amusing practical jokes ever played. 
For nearly a year, as you may know, 
Havana has been swarming with fake 
patriots, most of 'em «-o,lonels and gen 
erals, who are dead sore because they 
haven't received fat jobs In the civil 
service. They sit around the cafes at 
night, rehearsing their wrongs, and 
their favorite threat is that they are 
going to 'take to the woods,' meaning 
that they will go out to one of the in- 
terior provinces and start a little war 
of their own. 


"Of course nobody regarded 
the 


thing seriously, but some of us got 
tired hearing it, and one day we draft- 
ed a proclamation which purported to 
emanate from the governor's palace. 
After the usual preamble it went on to 
say in substance that the expression 
'take to the woods" was hereby de- 
clared treasonable, and any one mak- 
ing use of the same was liable to a 
penalty of from 5 to 20 years' impris- 
onment at hard labor.
